In November the UNO campus and 
greek system welcomed the Omicron 
chapter of Lambda Theta Nu Sorority, 
which is the first Latina “sorority in 
Nebraska.

Monica Mora, president of Lambda 
Theta Nu, said the sorority began after 
former Multicultural Affairs Specialist 
Melissa Saenz suggested the idea to several

“Everybody has been _ really 
supportive,” Mora said about the donation 
of items to help with the fundraisers. 

The sorority intends to help Latina 
women focus on higher education. 

“Latinos have the highest drop-out rate 
in high school, so not that many make it to 
college,” Mora said. “We want to be able to 
help people once they do make it to college 
to stay and to make good grades.”

“We’re hoping to attract a variety of 
businesses —- from large well-known 
companies like IBM to smaller developing 
companies,” Callahan said. 

The new building, which hasn’t yet 
been named, will focus on three main 
levels of industry. 

“The first are well-known 
companies,” Callahan said. “The second 
are what I call mezzanine companies — 
these are not brand-new, but need a place 
to continue to grow. The third are smaller 


companies.” 
Among the industries expected to be 
interested are telecommunicatiosn, 


engineering, biomedical technology and 
information technology.

Longtime UNO Bookstore manager 


"Roger H. Brewer died Dec. 16 at the age of 53. 


He had been exercising at the School of 
Health, Physical Education and Recreation 
center. 

UNO lost an alumnus, a co-worker and 


“a friend. 


Cause of death has not been determined at 
this time. 

“He was the perfect boss,” said Mary 
Circo, who worked with Brewer for six years. 
“He was very easy to get along with. It was a 
pleasure to do a task for him.” 

‘UNO Bookstore manager Mike Schmidt 


remembered his friend and co-worker of 30 
years going the extra mile to get a student 
something as simple as a pen-ink refill. 

“He was just a nice man. You couldn't 
find a nicer person,” Schmidt said. 

Brewer began working at the bookstore 
while attending UNO’s College of Education. 
After his 1970 graduation, Brewer took a job 
as a sixth grade teacher at Jefferson 
Elementary School, but left after six months. 

“Classroom discipline wasn’t for him,” 
“Schmidt said. 

As general merchandise manager, 
Brewer’s responsibilities included everything 
from buying pens and notebooks to computers 
and class rings. Once a week he had closing 
duties. 

“He was very dependable,” Schmidt said. 
“You could set your watch to him, and he’d be 
walking in the door.” 


Circo and Margaret Milone, who worked 
with Brewer for three years, both remember 
joking with Brewer about the area they worked 
in being theirs and theirs alone. 

“It’s our own little world,” Milone said. 
“If we didn’t know the answer to a computer 
question, we would stumble on the answer. 
We would look through all the catalogs until 
we found the right thing.” 

“Tt was like we were a family,” Circo said. 

Brewer’s involvement with the day-to- 
day operations of the store is still felt. Sales 
representatives calling the store have asked for 
Brewer, only to be told he is no longer there. 

“They’re speechless,” Milone said. “They 
have been sending flowers and cards.” 

Circo mentioned that a former UNO 
professor recently stopped in the store to say

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HPER staff commended News Notes 


for life-saving action

The staff at UNO’s sched! of Health, 
Physical Education and Recreation received 
a commendation from Omaha Fire and 
Rescue for its life-saving attempt on Dec. 
16. 

Trying to revive UNO employee Roger 
H. Brewer, the staff used the building’s 
defibrillator for the first time. Despite 
attempts, Brewer died at the age of 53. 

_Director of Campus Recreation Joe 
Kaminski said the defibrillator’s was 
purchased last year. 

“You purchase it and hope you never 
have to use it,” Kaminski — said. 
“Unfortunately the result is something that: 
we didn’t want to happen, but at least we 
know our emergency plan does work.” 

Kaminski’s professional staff of six 
and graduate staff of five are all trained 
to use the defibrillator. All of the 


building’s managers are being trained for - 


its use. 

“I am confident we have someone in the 
building at all times that is trained to use it;” 
Kaminski said. 

Paramedics on the scene Dec. 16, as 
well as: Kaminski, mentioned the 
outstanding work of the trainers and staff of 
HPER. 

“We received a commendation for our 
efforts,” Kaminski said. “The fact that 
[Omaha Fire and Rescue] took the time to 
call back is encouraging.” 

In addition to HPER’s machine, other 


ee are located on UNO’s campus 
including one in the athletic training. office, 


one in the office of student health services, . 


one in University Library and three at 
Campus Security. 

“Campus security has two in_ its 
vehicles and one in the office,” Manager of 
Support Services Stan Schleifer said. “And 
we are planning on placing one at the Peter 
Kiewit Institute in late January.” 

Schleifer said UNO’s defibrillators are 
the product of Chancellor Nancy Belck’s 
cabinet. 

“Because of the authorization of the 
chancellor’s cabinet we are able to have 
these defibrillators, which run at around 
$3,000 each,” Schleifer said. “Training 
comes from the American Red Cross and 
each.trainee must. have received CPR 
certification first.” 


Schleifer estimated: 20 UNO security 
“members have the ability to use the 


defibrillators, while: University Library has 
five trained staff members. 

Marcia Adler, UNO Health Services 
coordinator, says the defibrillator machine is 
easy to use, with a built-in computer giving 
step-by-step instructions. 

“Furthermore, most people don’t know 
that CPR can result in brain injury or 
residual damage,” Adler said. “With the 


‘defibrillator, the success rate is much higher 


— though I would still encourage all 


students to take CPR classes.” 


IWCC rejects bid for The River

The River is still afloat. 

On Dec. 20, the lowa Community 
College Board of Trustees voted to turn 
down all offers to sell its college-based 
radio station KIWR 89.7-FM The River. 


The River is Omaha and Council - 


Bluffs’ alternative programming station. 
The radio station first began programming 
in January of 1996. The River differs from 
other area stations because it is a public 
station, airing no commercials except those 
of its own. The station, which broadcasts 
from the campus of flowa Western 
Community College, gives radio 
broadcasting students hands-on experience 
by running the station. The staff at the River 
believes these characteristics make it fresh, 
unique and truly one of a kind. 

The radio station recently gained 
publicity over a threat of new ownership. 
On Nov. 21, the lowa Community Board of 
Trustees agreed to accept bids for the 
station, valued at an estimated $4.5 million. 
A group interested in buying the station was 
represented by a brokerage firm from 
Arizona. 

KIWR’s General Manager Vicki Jacoba 
said the interested group didn’t make an 
offer.

“They were just thinking of the idea of 
buying the station,” Jacoba said. 

When listeners heard of The River’s 
uncertain future, they began writing letters, 
holding rallies and even writing editorials 
and letters to the Omaha World-Herald’s 
Public Pulse demanding The River keep its 
current programming. 

Due to the huge public outcry, Jacoba 
believes the firm interested in buying the 
station was scared off. 

Calvary Satellite Network of California 
showed interest in buying KIWR. Calvary 
Satellite Network is formatted in religious- 
based programming. 

Calvary offered just over $300,000. 

KIOS Station Manager Wil Perry 
believes monetary value is why The River 
wasn’t sold. 

“If the college was made an offer of 
something around one million,” Perry said, 
“there is no way they could have said no.” 

Students are pleased that the Omaha 
area still has an alternative-formatted radio 
Station. 

“{ listen to the station because it plays a 
different variety than that of some of our 
area’s other stations,” UNO student Nick 
Ferando said. “It’s not so repetitive.”

UNO’s contraceptive policy 
discriminates against women

campus where women are 
prohibited from obtaining 
prescriptions for birth 
control such as the pill or 
Depo Provera. 

Many female students 
are dismayed to discover 
this when they go to 
Student Health Services for 
a prescription after a Pap 
test. 

They are surprised 
because despite the fact that 
UNO Student Health offers 
an impressive array of services for little or 
no cost to patients, it cannot do something 
as simple as prescribe birth control. 
Immunizations, STD and _ other 
communicable disease testing, emergency 
care such as sutures, an over-the-counter 
pharmacy cabinet, as well as other 
primary care services are available to 
every UNO student with a current student 
LD. 

Pregnancy testing is even available to 
women who must avail themselves of this 
service. But should a sexually active 
female student choose to take a more 
proactive | approach toward her 
reproductive health, the apologetic answer 
of Student Health Services is “We are sorry 

prescriptive contraception is not 
available.” 

However, both the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln and the University of 
Nebraska at Kearney offer prescription 
contraceptive services to their students. 
Both clinics require only a current Pap test 
and routine physician’s examination to 
provide services. 

UNO Student Health offers the Pap 
test for a small iab fee of $15-$20, with no 
charge for the health professional’s visit. It 
shouldn't be difficult to get out a 
Prescription pad and jot down a 


prescription at that time.

to comfortably write the 
prescriptions. This lack of 
basic primary care sends 
patients off campus, nailing 
uninsured pocketbooks for 
anywhere from $30 at 
Planned Parenthood to over 
$100 at private clinics. 

The Women’s 
Resource Center, an office 
within a stone’s throw of 
Student Health in the Milo 
Bail Student Center, has a 
cache of condoms freely available. 
Unfortunately, it cannot offer the female 
condoms freely — they cost $1 each across 
the hall at Student Health. 

Student Health Services is funded by 
student fees, which all students must pay 
regardless of their use of the facilities. 
While student, fees at the other NU 
campuses are higher, the services available 
to those students are much more all- 
encompassing. Orthopedists, allergists and 
dermatologists are only a few of the host of 
specialists at UNK and UNL, and they have 
full-service prescription pharmacies. In 
comparison, UNO can offer little more than 
emergicare. 

Especially considering the changing 
face of the university with the addition of 
residence halls, UNO’s health care policies 
have to be updated to better serve the needs 
of the current student population. 

UNO students, whether they live in the 
dormitories or not, spend a great deal of 
time on campus, with the nearest and most 
convenient health care provider being 
Student Health Services. Rather than 
minimally meeting needs with a bowl of 
condoms in Milo Bail, UNO should step up 
alongside its fellow campuses and offer the 
proper contraceptive tools to its young 
women, helping them to make better, well- 
educated decisions with regard to their 
reproductive health.

To pay off what she called “a bargain 
made with God,” Minton wore red clothing 
every day in 1995 after the Huskers won the 
national championship. 

Whether it was for Husker tailgating, a 
faculty get-together or a 
newspaper/yearbook party, no one will ever 
forget Minton’s cooking. Her dishes were

From her famous meatballs to her dirt cake,

Soon after, she had the tragic 
accident. 

At Minton’s funeral, [ realized I was 
missing more than her. My life was missing 
the journalism her teaching had made me 
love. And so began my work at the 
Gateway.

Minton’s legacy lives on here in more 
ways than, one. Advertising Manager 
Michaela Bottcher, Arts and Leisure Editor 
Rae Licari and Senior Staff Writer Brian 
Brashaw are all students whose enthusiasm 
for the newspaper environment began in her 
chaotic, but delightful, journalism room. 
And their experiences were not unique — 
countless other students have gone on to 
things they might not have if it wasn’t for 
her. 

Through her students, Minton’s 
teaching continues to color the world in 
places both near and far. 

One of those places is in my heart. 
Because of that, her influence will be seen 
in the pages of the Gateway over the 
semester. 

Minton was absolutely right — nothing 
is ever lost, not even the people we love.

Lewis Black brings biting wit to 
the Funny Bone comedy club

Black, ‘America’s Foremost Commentator on 
Everything,” began a weekend-long set of shows on Jan. 4 
at the Funny Bone Comedy Club. The club, which is 
typically age 21 and over only, opened its doors to 18-year- 
olds due to the high demand for tickets.

Jenkins’ 82 kickoff 
reurns and 2,186 kickoff 
return yards are now both 
records in the NFL books. 
The previous records were 
lteld by New Orleans’ 
Tyrone Hughes, who 


returned 70 kickoffs for 1,771 


yards in 1996, 


Jenkins during his days as a UNO player. 
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Limited not just to returning kickoffs, Jenkins also hauled in 17 receptions for 219 
yards, and returned one punt for one yard. 
While at UNO, Jenkins led the Mavericks in receiving in both 1996 and 1998, his best 
game coming against North Dakota in 1996 when he accounted for 166 yards receiving 
(fifth highest in school history). He is the last Mav to return a kickoff for a touchdown, 
scrambling 89 yards for the score against Morningside on Nov. 7, 1998. 
Originally drafted in the sixth round by the Dallas Cowboys in April 1999, Jenkins was

he Forgotten Pro 


We sing the praises of MarTay 
Jenkins of the Arizona Cardinals and 


pray for more playing time for Chris 


Bober with the New York Giants in the 
National Football League. 

We rally around former UNO greats 
like Ed Thompson, Dan Potmesil and 
Vong Xaykosy of the Omaha Beef as 
they race around the floor of the Civic 
Auditorium. ; 

We think back to the days when 
players like Marlin Briscoe, Ron 
Sayers, Phil Wise, Danny Fulton, Rod 
Kush and Bill and Bob Danenhauer left 
the sidelines of Al. F Caniglia Field for 
the gridirons of greatness. 

There is one other player, still 
active but rarely mentioned, who has 
played in 115 professional football 
games and has accounted for 8,740 
total yards. . 

His name is Robert Gordon. 

Gordon left UNO in 1990 after 
posting the second best single-season 
receiving mark in Maverick football 
history — 72 catches for 1,062 yards. 
He finished his career third on the all- 
time receiving list with 2,182 yards. 

The Detroit, Mich., native spent the 
summer of 1990 in the Pittsburgh 


Steelers camp, but opted instead for a 
free agent contract with the Ottawa 
Rough Riders of the Canadian Football 
League. Released in October of 1992, 
Gordon stayed north of the border, 
signing on with the Toronto Argonauts. 
He was subsequently traded to the 
British Columbia Lions in 1995, then 
back to the Ottawa Rough Riders in 
1996 where he posted a 1,049-yard 
reception, eight touchdown 
performance. 

The Edmonton Eskimos picked 
Gordon in the 1997 Dispersal Draft, 
and after another !,000-yard season he 
was granted free-agency status. Gordon 
failed to sign with another Canadian 
team and spent the 1998 season in 
Florida with the Orlando Predators of 
the Arena League. 

Posting the second-highest 
reception, receiving yards and 
touchdown totals in Predator history, 
Gordon once again flew north, this time 
to play for the Winnipeg Blue Bombers. 
He saw action in 15 of Winnipeg’s 18 
games in 1999, Still, his ability to catch 
and run with the pigskin saw him in 
placed in the season’s top 10 in both 
receptions and yards in the CFL. 

His impact upon the 7-10-1 Blue 
Bombers brought praise from all 
quarters. Paul Friesen, sports writer for 
the Winnipeg Sun, lists the signing of 
Robert Gordon to a new contract one of 
his top 10 wishes for the new year. At 
15.0 yards-per-catch average and 34 
career scores, | would think the re- 
signing of Gordon’ should be 
paramount,

From 
devastation 


to victory: 
Wrestler Les Sigman

Not only has UNO wrestler Les Sigman astounded 
opponents, he’s left his coaches shaking their heads in 
wonder at just how tough he really is. 

How tough is Sigman? Assistant Coach Ron 
Higdon remembers seeing large, steel staples in 
Sigman’s leg after emergency surgery last year on 
Labor Day. 

“He pulled the staples out himself,” Hidgon said. 

Sigman was suffering from compartment syndrome 
and underwent a procedure to remove the anterior 
muscle in his lower leg. 

Compartment syndrome occurs when any of the 
four compartments in the leg (anterior, lateral, 
superficial posterior and posterior) incur an increased 
pressure buildup. Each compartment is bounded by 
bone and facial covering. 

“Facial tissue is like Saran Wrap,” UNO Assistant 
Athletic Trainer Chad Kinart said. 

One compartment’s nerves and blood flow are cut 
off because of increasing pressure. The muscle dies if 
treatment is not sought. 

There are two types of compartment syndrome: 
acute and chronic. Acute compartment syndrome, 
common among participants in contact sports, may 
result from bruising, contusions or broken bones. It can 
also be caused by a surgical procedure gone awry, or 
when a dressing or splint is left too tight. Emergency 
surgery is often the result. 

“If immediate treatment is not sought, permanent 
foot drop may result,” Kinart said. 

Chronic compartment syndrome builds up over a 
longer period of time and is common among cross 
country and track athletes. 

Sigman developed the acute version and went to 
UNO athletic trainer Paul Westerberger for help.

“He could only come up with that he had fallen 
hard to the ground,” Westerberger said. “He continued 
training and the inflammation to the tissue caused 
increased pressure to his compartment.” —.;,..... 

By the time Sigman presented to the training staff, 
he could no longer move his foot vertically and was in 
severe pain. 

“It keeps you up at night,” Westerberger said. “You 
definitely wouldn’t be able to sleep through it.” 

Emergency fasciotomy surgery was needed. 
Doctors tested the pressure, comparing it to Sigman’s 
opposite leg. Findings showed damage to the peroneus 
longus muscle in the anterior portion of Sigman’s leg. 

“They cut out a piece of that muscle and left what 
they hope will regenerate over time,” Westerberger 
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said. “Two days later they went back in to see if any 
had pepeneraied. They cut out whatever muscle was not, 
responding.” 

The. majority. of. Slama’ s.calf muscle was then, 
gone. Rehabilitation was. focused on teaching the other 


muscles to perform the peroneus longus muscle’s job. 


“He’s what we would call a amiltacls case,” 
Westerberger said: 

Find out next Tuesday what Sigman is doing to 
rehabilitate after his remarkable surger, and why the 
UNO training and wrestling staff members are 
continually amazed at his progress and determination.

Luckily, a fan of vampire lore will find no end of guilty 
pleasure to deny all. knowledge of. My Anne Rice and 
Michael Romkey (look it up) books are hiding behind the 
more socially acceptable existentialist Albert Camus, 

If plumbing the undead past doesn’t yield enough, I can 
always count on Hollywood to keep pumping it out. “Wes 
Craven’s Dracula 2000” promises to be a chuckling 
bloodbath, and Wesley Snipes is again donning that 
Batmanesque body armor for “Blade 2.” I have been waiting 
less than patiently since the theatrical release of “American 
Psycho” for the wide release of “Shadow of the Vampire,” 
which might just vault from the depths of guilt to a credible 
film. 

My all-time vamp guilty pleasure has to be the film 

‘version of Anne Rice’s Interview With The Vampire.” 


Written and first published in 1976, the option to translate it 
to the silver screen had been sitting on Paramount’s shelves 
for years, until purchased by Geffen and ultimately 
distributed by Warner Brothers. When originally written, 
Rice had envisioned the young Rutger Hauer — young 
before he beefed out and became “The Hitcher” — as Lestat 
and, brace yourself, John Travolta.as Louis. Instead, nearly 
20 years Jater, she got Tom Cruise and Brad Pitt. She 
publicly denounced their casting, and has had the gall to 
wonder why she was barred from any further involvement in 
production. It is not a far reach — a writer with the

international following of Rice could have easily killed the 
career of an unknown actor counting on this film for his 
debut. Her appearance on the videocassette release of 
“Interview” seems to be a hasty clean-up job to make up for 
how foolish she looked to the eye of world media, However, 
I digress. 

Best Picture material, it is not .:. but then I scarcely 
think it was trying to be. Still, this product from the director 
of “The Crying Game” and “Michael Collins” could have 
been a little less of a fairy tale. From the moment Pitt opens 
his mouth to speak, I have to suppress my giggles.

Dunst as little Claudia. Claudia, a vampire made in a child’s 
body who would never grow into being a woman, could 
have been played brilliantly by Christina Ricci. Dunst, 
however, completely’ fumbles the role, although it is not 
entirely her fault. She was only 11 years old when filming 
began, and seemed to have a scarce understanding of the sex 
drive. Otherwise, how could she describe having to kiss 
Brad Pitt as “yucky” when her peers were plastering his 
picture all over their walls. Line after line, meant to be 
spoken by the psyche of an older woman, come out of her 
rather like the mechanical babbling of a doll with a pull 
string. Yes, she does have a few screaming fits, but any child 
can be provoked to scream in tantrum. And that’s exactly 
how those fits came across.

Hanks casts another movie towards the Oscars

Would four years of solitary existence on a remote tropical island really be so bad these 
days? Surely there are more than a few people who would welcome such a getaway. A few 
years away from civilization and all of its troubling intricacies would undoubtedly change a 
person, be it for the better or worse. OK, so four years is perhaps a bit too long. The point 
is such an experience would obviously alter a person. Not only that, but upon returning to 
civilization, this person would find many changes occurred despite his or her absence. Such 
is the premise of “Cast Away.” 

Chuck Noland (Get it? No-land) is a workaholic troubleshooter for Federal Express. He 
has a longtime girlfriend, Kelly, who he is inexplicably not yet engaged to. Chuck’s job 
requires a lot of globe-hopping and has caused him to develop an abnormal obsession with 
time. “May. we never commit the sin of losing track of time,” Chuck admonishes other 
FedEx employees. 

A work assignment just before Christmas finds Chuck on a FedEx cargo plane flying 
through a tropical storm in the South Pacific. The plane crashes into the sea, killing the other 
few passengers, and leaving Chuck as the only survivor. When daylight arrives the next 
morning, Chuck finds himself stranded on a tropical island. 

Chuck engages in activities that any half-normal person would likely do in such an 
event, all the while assuming he will soon be rescued. Days turn to weeks and weeks turn 
to months, and soon the words “Four Years Later” appear on the screen, followed by a shot 
of an unrecognizable Chuck as he spearfishes. 

We soon find that Chuck has descended into near-lunacy. Who wouldn’t descend into 
lunacy after four years alone on an island? Chuck soon resolves to escape his tropical prison 
by building a raft and heading out to sea. With Wilson, the volleyball he has fashioned into 
a pseudo-Friday in tow, Chuck braves the sea. 

A while later, a cargo ship appears and Chuck begins his re-acclimation to civilization 

.. or so you would think. This should come as no surprise to anyone who has seen even the 
trailer for “Cast Away,” but Chuck is reunited with Kelly. However, I will save the 
implications of this reunion for those who have not yet seen the film. 

The problem with “Cast Away” is that the film falls victim to its own premise. The idea 
of a modem-day “Robinson Crusoe” and a realistic representation of how a person would 
adapt to such a situation is vastly intriguing and more than enough to occupy a two-hour 
film. However, director Robert Zemeckis (“Back to the Future,” “Forrest Gump”) and writer 
William Broyles Jr. (“Apollo 13”) undertook the admirable concept of depicting Chuck’s 
return to civilization. Properly handled, such a return could very well trump Chuck’s time 
on the island. Unfortunately, Chuck’s return seems tacked-on, unnecessary and ultimately 
somewhat disheartening. 

Instead, it’s Chuck’s four years on the island that prove to save “Cast Away” from being 
a disappointment. Tom Hanks is generally regarded as one of today’s greatest actors, but it’s 
his credibility as an everyman that allows Hanks to succeed in “Cast Away.” While watching 


Chuck’s trials and tribulations on the island, you can’t help but wonder just what you would 


‘do if placed in Chuck’s predicament. Ironically, that (and the mishandled last half-hour) is 


what prevents “Cast Away” from being a great movie. The suggestions and thought that 
“Cast Away’s” premise invoke overshadow the actual story of Chuck. 

Although it is heads above many other films this year, one can’t help but wonder just 
how great “Cast Away” would have been had the creative forces behind the film delivered 
thoroughly. Instead of the home run that “Cast Away” had the potential to be, it seems only 
to be a triple — but a solid triple at that.
